Sometimes  it  seems  that 
Christians  forget  that  we  can 
exercise  our  rights  wrongly. 
Some  of  the  ugliest  things  I 
have  ever  heard  said  have 
come  from  the  lips  of  people 
who  were  probably  right  but 
being  right  with  a  wrong  spirit 
accomplishes  nothing.  I  have 
heard  people  be  right  and  state 
the  truth  in  the  most  unchrist¬ 
ian.  uncaring,  and  ungodly 
manner.  I  have  watched  as 
people  have  hurt  friends, 
crushed  family  relationships, 
and  alienated  everyone  by,  as 
they  would  say,  “Telling  it  like 
it  is  or  just  speaking  the  unvar¬ 
nished  truth.* 

The  Bible  says  we  are  to; 
“Speak  the  truth  in  love”  (Eph 
4:15).  In  loot  is  an  incredible 
qualifier  that  makes  all  the  dif¬ 
ference  in  the  world.  You  can  be 
right  and  be  wrong.  In  fact  you 
can  even  be  dead  wrong.  Dr.  Ed 
McMillan,  the  wise  old  history

Suppose  that  on  the  way  to 
work  this  morning  you  came  to 
a  cross  section  where  there  was 
a  light  and  looking  up  you  saw 
dearly  that  the  light  was  green. 
As  it  turned  green  you  still 
slowed  down  because  out  of  die 
comer  of  your  eye  you  saw  a 
car  approaching  the  intersec¬ 
tion,  and  it  did  not  appear  to  be 
slowing  down.

Usually  on  the 
other  side  or  the  issue  and  the 
eouation  is  another  group  of 
folks  who  are  equally  vehement 
in  their  position  that  they  have 
rights.  They  too  are  trying  to 
figure  out  every  way  that  their 
rights  are  protected.  Folks  walk 
around  with  a  copy  of  the 
church's  Constitution  and 
Bylaws  under  one  arm,  Roberts 
Rules  of  Order  under  the  other 
arm,  and  the  Bible  is  left  on  the 
kitchen  counter.  We  can  do 
right,  protect  our  rights,  and 
soil  be  wrong  in  what  we  say, 
the  demeanor  we  display,  and 
the  spirit  we  project. 

As  Christians,  we  need  to 
exercise  our  rights  not  only  to 
do  right  but  also  to  do  right  in  a 
right  spirit.  In  one  sense  that  is 
what  the  cross  of  Jesus  demon¬ 
strates.  I  think  He  would  have 
had  the  right  to  say,  “1  am  not 
going  to  die  in  agony  on  the 
cross  for  these  people.*  I  think 
He  could  have  debated  the 
cross,  gone  back  to  die  Father, 
been  loved  by  the  Heavenly 
Council,  and  all  of  us  would 
have  been  doomed.  But  Jesus 
exercised  His  right  to  do  die 
right  thing  and  even  in  the  right 
spirit.

Joshua  didn't  just  stop  when 
the  people  responded  that  they 
would  fully  devote  themselves 
to  following  God.  He  immedi¬ 
ately  laid  before  them  tire  need  to 
take  action.  Joshua  challenged 
them  to  get  rid  of  he  foreign  gods 
in  your  midst  and  offer  tneir 
hearts  to  God  in  order  to  unre¬ 
servedly  follow  Him  (verse  23). 
This  is  a  significant  challenge  to 
us  today.  In  a  world  focused  on 
individual  convenience  and 


comfort,  we  need  to  purge  from 
our  own  lives  those  things  that 
hinder  our  full  devotion  to  God. 

Joshua  had  reviewed  the  his¬ 
tory  of  God's  people  and  His 
faithfulness  to  them.  He  had 
instructed  them  of  their  need  to 
completely  devote  themselves  to 
Goa  and  therefore  to  remove  all 
the  foreign  gods  from  their  midst 
that  would  ninder  their  commit¬ 
ment  to  God.  After  the  people 
affirmed  their  devotion  to  God 
and  their  willingness  to  serve 
Him  alone,  Joshua  led  tire  people 
in  a  renewal  of  their  covenant 
with  God  (verse  25-27). 

This  renewal  of  the  covenant 
can  be  likened  to  people  that 
renew  their  wedding  vows. 
Their  original  vows  haven't 
changed.  They  are  just  stating 
them  again.  The  Covenant 
between  the  people  and  God 
hadn't  changed.  Tney  were  just 
reaffirming  it.  Joshua  recorded 
their  renewed  commitment  and 
set  up  a  monument  as  a  witness 
to  tire  people's  recommitment 
that  day.  Similarly,  couples 
renewing  their  wedding  vows 
will  often  have  a  certificate  made 
to  commemorate  the  event. 

The  events  of  the  day  had 


been  meaningful.  The  people 
had  recounted  their  history, 
attested  their  willingness  to 
remove  all  that  would  hinder 
their  reiavionflfup  with  uod,  end 
reaffirmed  their  commitment  to 
God.  Their  hearts  hed  no  doubt 
been  stirred.  This  was  no  time  to 
linger.  This  was  tire  time  to 
depart  and  take  action  (  verse  28). 
Some  needed  to  remove  foreign 
gods  from  their  homes.  Others 
needed  to  fully  surrender  them¬ 
selves  to  God.  Still  others  needed 
to  reflect  on  the  events  of  the  day. 

This  final  action  on  the  part 
of  tire  people  is  a  reminder  for 
us  today.  No  matter  how  great  a 
time  of  corporate  worship  we 
may  have,  each  of  us  needs  to 
follow  God's  leadership  and 
take  action.  Their  time  together 
had  highlighted  their  need  to 
do  certain  things.  In  like  fash¬ 
ion,  our  times  of  corporate  wor¬ 
ship  today  do  the  same. 

Joshua  took  the  necessary 
steps  to  prepare  tire  people  to 
lead.  If  we  exercise  wise  leader¬ 
ship,  as  Joshua  did,  we  will  pre¬ 
pare  others  to  lead.
